To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

Firstly  concerning  material  things;-  the  sewerage  of  Alne 
and  Toller ton  was  undertaken  during  the  year,  and  the  new  works 
at  Iielperby  will  eventually  begin  to  function  satisfactorily. 

The  Council  are  as  aware  as  I am  of  the  great  need  for 
further  schemes  throughout  the  area  where  an  increasing  amount 
of  sewage  still  untreated  in  any  way  is  discharging  in  water 
courses,  and  where,  in  the  older  properties,  pail  closets  and 
privies  have  still  to  be  emptied.  The  remedy  of  this  state  of 
affairs,  and  the  further  improvements  of  housing  standards  will 
be  costly  and  it  will  take  many  years  before  these  tasks  can 
be  completed. 

The  second  improvement  I would  like  to  see  although  not 
irectly  the  concern  of  the  Council  would  cost  nothing  to  achieve 
the  elimination  of  the  11  + examination  which  annually  hangs 
ever  the  heads  of  our  children  like  the  Sword  of  Damocles.  Now 
we  have  a comprehensive  senior  school  serving  the  whole  area 
the  opportunity  presents  itself  to  remove  this  annual  event  which 
brings  so  much  unhappiness,  frustration  and  mental  anxiety  into 
homes  and  schools  alike.  One  becomes  more  and  more  aware  of  the 
immeasurable  effect  of  this  examination  on  both  parents  and 
children.  Not  only  are  children  taught  in  school,  they  are 
further  coached  at  home  or  sent  for  private  lessons,  and  if  the 
required  standard  is  not  achieved  the  child  is  branded  a failure 
with  very  lasting  effects.  Our  mental  health  is  as  worthwhile 
preserving  as  our  physical  health  and  the  abolition  of  this 
examination  would  be  as  important  in  my  view  as  the  elimination 
of  one  of  the  common  infectious  diseases. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  is  higher  than  the  country’s 
average,  but  with  small  numbers  such  as  we  have  one  or  two -deaths 
can  make  a large  difference  to  our  rate.  It  is  difficult  to 
see  how  any  one  of  these  could  have  been  presented.

Assistance  up  to  a maximum  of  44  hours  hours  in 
any  one  week  can  be  provided,  where  requested,  in  all  cases  of 
illness,  although  priority  is  given  to  cases  of  domiciliary 
confinement.  Applicants  for  assistance  are  invited  to  either 
pay  the  standard  charge  of  3/0d.  per  hour  or  apply  to  be  assessed 
according  to  their  financial  circumstances.  In  the  majority  of 
cases  assistance  is  provided  entirely  free  or  at  a very  nominal 
sum.

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  his  capacity  as 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  is  responsible  for  the  day  to 
day  administration  of  these  and  pr  Dviously  mentioned  branches  of 
Public  Health.  Co-operation  with  the  Area  Welfare  Officer 
Mr.  Barnes,  is  a close  one  and  frequent  contact  is  made  with 
Officers  of  the  Children* s Department,  General  Practitioners, 
Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  Hospital  Almoners,  N.S.P.C.C.,  etc. 

The  Area  Health  Committee  to  which  many  of  the  functions 
of  the  County  Health  Committee  are  delegated,  has  members 
representing  the  District  Council. 


VOLUNTARY  CARE  COMMITTEE, 


This  Committee,  which  meets  quarterly  in  Easingwold, 
provides  from  funds  allotted  by  the  County  Council,  assistance 
to  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  R free  pint  of  milk 
is  issued  daily  to  all  tubercular  patients  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chest  Physician  but  the  work  of  the  care  Committee  is 
designed  to  assist  further  such  cases  towards  recovery. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Again  Measles  has  shown  its  tendency  to  occur  at  two-yearly 
intervals  and  1955  was  a ’measles  year’,  with  136  cases  compared 
with  1 case  in  1954  and  278  cases  in  1953. 

The  absence  of  death  due  to  the  common  infectious  diseases 
is  a measure  of  the  more  effective  means  of  treatment  now 
available  for  the  complications  which  occur.  I feel  confident 
that  we  are  beginning  to  reap  the  benefit  from  combined 
immunisation  with  whooping-cough-diphtheria  vaccine  and  the 
number  of  cases  notified  has  fallen  to  a low  figure  of  4» 


Once  again  I can  report  that  the  standard  of  cleanliness, 
nutrition  and  child  care  remains  at  a satisfactory  level.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  fiasingwold 
Rural  District  Council, 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the 
Year  1955*  The  year  has  been  one  of  progress,  a good  step 
forward  having  been  achieved  by  the  completion  of  two  sewerage 
schemes  in  three  of  the  bigger  villages  and  the  near  completion 
of  schemes  in  two  others.  Some  of  the  larger  villages  are 
urgently  requiring  improved  sewerage  in  particular  those  of 
Husthwaite,  Crayke,  Ruby,  Sutton  and  Stillington.  About  one 
third  of  the  houses  in  the  District  can  now  be  regarded  as  being 
adequately  catered  for  in  this  respect. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  satisfactory.  All 
the  water  supplied  through  the  Council’s  mains  is  chlorinated. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  water  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  3 were 
from  private  supplies,  93  were  of  chlorinated  water  from  the 
public  mains  and  20  of  the  raw  water  before  chlorination.  The 
Analyst  reported  all  the  chlorinated  samples  as  satisfactory,  9 
of  the  raw  water  samples  as  unsatisfactory  and  1 private  supply 
as  unsatisfactory.  The  private  supply  was  discontinued  and  the 
premises  connected  to  the  public  mains. 

The  water  supplied  is  not  liable  to  plumsolvent 
action.  Approximately  98  % of  the  houses  in  the  area  are 
supplied  from  the  Council’s  mains  including  about  70  by 
standpipe.

Five  houses  have  been  discontinued  as  dwellings,  four 
of  these  as  a result  of  action  taken  under  the  Housing  Actd. 

The  need  for  new  houses  remains  at  approximately;  200. 


Public  Cleansing. 

This  service  which  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
employees  with  hired  refuse  collection  vehicles,  (two  eleven 
cubic  yari  capacity  side  loading  end  tippers  with  sliding 
covers  and  water-tight  end  doors)  has  been  in  operation  nearly 
5 years.  The  number  of  properties  to  be  served  has  considerably 
increased  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  and  difficulty  is 
bening  experiencedin  keeping  pace  with  the  increasing  work  and 
privy  pails  are  not  being  emptied  with  quite  the  frequency  needed 
hence  the  cause  of  complaints.

middens  the  contents  of  which  are  removed  monthly.  In 
cases  dry  ashes  are,  after  conversion  of  the  midden  stored 
dustbins  which  require  more  frequent  emptying  than 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  any  reduction  of  work  and  time. 
All  refuse  is  disposed  of  in  disused  clay  pits  and  quarries  of 
which  there  are  only  a few  available  which  are  suitable.  One 
way  to  lengthen  the  period  of  the  use  of  the  quarries  as  tips 
for  refuse  would  be  to  take  the  appropriate  part  of  the  refuse, 
by  separation,  and  to  mix  it  with  sewage  sludge  to  form  compost. 
This  method  is  being  widely  advocated  and  the  advantages  would 
in  my  opinion  more  than  make  up  for  the  extra  work  required. 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


By  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Helperby  and  Brafferton  and  Ship ton  a big  improvement  has  been 
made  and  this  will  be  further  improved  by  the  completion  of 
works  now  under  way  at  Alne  and  Tollerton. 

The  position  at  Easingwold  where  new  works  were  constructed 
in  1939  and  some  additions  to  the  sewers  were  carried  out,  is 
gradually  deteriorating  as  a result  of  increased  building  in  the 
area  and  lack  of  suitable  fixed  equipment  i.e.  sludge  disposal, 
screens  and  grit  chambers,  at  the  works.  Steps  are  being  taken 
to  obtain  permission  to  proceed  with  the  improvements  indicated 
and  to  provide  sewers  to  the  unsewered  parts. 

Ihe  erection  of  houses  and  improvements  to  houses  in  other 
villages  which  are  without  proper  disposal  arrangements  and 
inadequately  sewered  has  resulted  in  a worsening  of  conditions 
at  Busthwaite,  Huby,  Sutton,  Crayke,  Raskelf  and  Stilling ton. 

Suitable  equipment,  consisting  of  motor  transport,  petrol 
driven  trailer  pump  and  trailer  tank  cart  (low  loading,  hopper 
tipper)  has  been  obtained  for  the  routine  maintenance  of  sewage 
Y/orks . 
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Milk. 


Number  of  Registered  Milk  Sellers  - 8.  There  .ere  no  Milk 
Pasteurisation  Plants  in  the  District  and  no  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  during  the  year.  Twenty-five  visits  were  made  to  retailers’ 
premises. 

Bakehouses , 

Twenty- two  visits  have  been  paid  to  Bakehouses.  Number  in 
District  - 5. 

There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District. 

Inns  and  Food  Shops. 

Numerous  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  food  selling  premises 
and  several  improvements  have  been  carried  out  structurally  and  in 
methods.  All  ice  cream  is  sold  prepacked.  Visits  have  been  paid 
regularly  to  the  six  fish  frying  establishments. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 


The  very  effective  work  carried  out  by  the  full  time  operator 
has  been  more  than  maintained.  The  reduction  of  the  rat 
population  appears  to  be  most  marked  in  the  sewers  and  in  the 
sewer  ditches,  where,  in  the  past,  rats  have  always  been  very 
much  in  evidence.  The  effect  of  this  clearance  will  have  reduced 
, what  must  be  a danger  to  health  to  both  humans  and  farm  stock. 


Tents.  Vans  and  Sheds. 

There  has  been  practically  no 
dwellings  and  the  number  occupied 
Force  Station  has  been  reduced, 
and  no  camps  for  seasonal  workers 


increase  in  the  number  of  moveable 
by  personel  attached  to  the  Air 
There  are  no  holiday  camp  sites 
for  the  harvesting  of  crops. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

Eighteen  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.
